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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant argues that prior art does not disclose 
"wherein the algorithm automatically specifies an arrangement of components to create the document". However, the primary reference 
used, Tonkin, (US 6,134,568) discloses a system where computer programs are used to produce data which is output to the display 
assembly as shown in Col. 5, lines 12-21 . Tonkin does not specifically disclose an "algorithm", however, since computer programs are 
used to produce the assembled data, an algorithm is inherent since it is a necessary part of what the program needs for processing 
program rules. In addition, Tonkin discloses automatic formatting order information so as to document assembly in col. 14, lines 57-59, 
where order information is made by the user, and consists of component objects as shown in col. 10, lines 23-37. Therefore, in Tonkin, 
automatic formatting of component objects take place, which represents the automatic specification of the arrangement of components to 
create the document. 
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
